HAS FIVE MOUNTS AT BRIGHTON BEACH AND 
ALL ARE WINNERS. 



His Jubilant Followers Strip the Ring of Ready 
Money — Salvidere Wins Brighton Junior Stakes 
— Hylas Scores in Brighton Steeplechase. 



New York, July 28. — For the followers of Walter 
Miller, and they are legend, lifts was a great day 
at Brighton Beach. This jockey idol of today won 
eticli of the five races in which he had mounts. Of 
course not all of the 30,000 |»ers«>ira who p:icke<l the 
cturse by the seaside on this faultless afternoon 
with its attractive card of seven races, embracing 
three stakes and carrying a total of $25,900 in added 
njoney, wore hero worshiiiers, but there were enough 
of them to take away practically all the ready 
money in circulation in the ring. His cohorts w’cre 
Intensely recklessly loyal throughout the afternoon 
and almost Indescribable scenes of rejoicing followed 
each vi« t»>ry. 

The lightweight Inaugurated the day with an 
iinexpected victory on Gold I.ady at profitable odds. 
In the race following he liad no mount and the 
market was stagnant. With Miller on (Content in 
the Seashore Handicap, his following ignored the 
other starters, no matter what their class or pre- 
tentions. ami went to Woodford Clay’s filly. The 
result was hardly ever In doubt, even to the most 
8ui>erlicial oltservers. Content w'inning with supreme 
ease and at lucrative odds. 

Miller, however, reached the climax of achievement 
with the victory of the outsider Salvidere In the rich 
Brighton Junior Stakes, incidentally defeating the 
formidalde Keene trio — Ballot, Peter Pan and Super- 
man — wliich were lield at prohibitive odds In the 
tetfiiig. It was conceded to be a race between 
^ ... mUllooalres. M<*8srs. Keene, Belmont and Hitchcock. 
It W’as a Waterloo for the followers of favorites. 
It is said that the loss of one clubhouse commission 
alone approximated $60,000. Tliere were several 
$2<^000 wagers and many $10,000 ones. Despite 
the fact that two outsiders ran one, two, the layers 
liroke no more than even, 'rhe unsophisticated and 
confiding small bettors were the beneficiaries. 

Again there was a Inll. Such an affair as a 
steeplmhasc in whit-li Miller did not figure had no 
Interest for the proletariat, notwithstanding it was 
the Brighton Steeplechase with $5,000 added. Nannie 
ll«Mlge came next on the program and with Miller 
on lier Iiack, they could see nothing else in the race 
with the result that the Rossiugton marc was 
tiHcked dowu to au absurdly short price, hut she 
won and no kick w’as coming. On The Clown it 
was like taking candy from a baby. The little 

jm-key went right about his business with this 
speedy, but fainthearted animal and jollied him 
into running the race of his career. 

There never was a day like this. The cashiers 
were worked to death paying off winning tets to 
.Miller’s adherents and some of them had not finished 
8<'ttling on The (Tlown at 6 o’clock in the evening. 

The steeplechase was the test of the present 
im>eting and replete with incident and spectacle. 
'I’o Ray’s nerve was due the victory of Hylas. For 
the first three-quarters of the closing mile it w-as 
tuie of the fiercest struggles ever witnessed In an 
affair of this kind. 



DE ORO WINS THE HAMILTON STAKES. 

Buffalo, N. Y., July 28.— The half holiday, coupled 
with the running of the Hamilton Stakes, drew a 
crowd to FiM-t Erie today that exceeded the attend- 
ance of Dt‘rhy Day.

THE CLOSING WEEK AT BRIGHTON BEACH. 

The midsummer meeting of the Brighton Beach 
Racing Assoi'iation will come to an end next Satur- 
day afternoon. On the whole it has lieeu a reason- 
ably satisfactory meeting in respect to the average 
quality of racing and remarkably successful finan- 
cially. Some interesting stakes stud the program 
of the coming w'eek. The Glen Cove Handicap, for 
three-yea r-(dds, a dash of tliree-quarters of a mile, 
is the stake feature of Monday. The list of 
probable starters ap|>ears elsewhere In this issue 
and should prove an interesting affair. The Nauti- 
lus Stakes will l>e run Tuesday. It is a selling 
dash of a mile and a sixteenth. Glorlfier, Belmere, 
Red Friar, Br:incas, Right Royal, Rapid Water, 
Merry I.ark, Bull’s Eye, Garnish, First Mason. 
T^’ron, The Picket,* Inquisitor, James Reddick and 
Ballot ta l>eing prominent in the list of good horses 
entered in the comparatively unimportant stake. 
Tile Sunshine Stakes, for two-year-olds, will lie 
the central attraction of Wednesday’s racing. It 
Is at five and a half furlongs and of its nomina- 
tions, Founts In blue, Don Enritpie, Rosemount, l*au- 
monok, Frank Gill, Kentucky Beau, George S. Davis, 
Oran, Sewell, Bat Masterson. Adoration, Saracen- 
€»fica, McCarter and Sir Tialdington have excellent 
racing credentials. There is material for a corking 
good race here. 

Thursday afternoon will be marked by the decision 
of the important Invincible Handit*ap — its first run- 
ning. It has $7,.%00 added and is a dash of a mile 
and a quarter and those from which the field of 
starters will come appear to be Rain’s^ Horn, 124; 
Tokalon, 118; Cairngorm, 112; Glorlfier, 111; Ac- 
countant, 109; Merry I.ark, 109; Dandelion, 106; 
Graziallo, 106; Inquisitor, 104; Dolly Spanker, lOIl; 
Von Tromp, 104; Bad News, 104; Oxford, Hia; 
Buirs Eye, 102; Bohemian, 102; Phil Finch, 10."»; 
Brancas, 100; ^oy Maid, 95; Confeilerate, 9.1, and 
Mias Crawford, 98. With ten starters this race 
will l»e worth flO.OOO net to the winner, so it 
falls little short of the importance attaching to the 
great handicaps already decided and w’ill be fully 
as hotl}’ contested. The last two stakes^ of the 
meeting will l>e run off next* Saturday. They are 
the Winged Foot Handicap, for two-year -olds, at 
three-quarters of a mile, and the $15,000 Brighton 
Derby, Some very good two-year-olds are in the 
Winge«l F<x>t including Don Enrique, Rosemount, 
Okenite, Ethon, Salvidere, Pemirris, Zal, Yowric, 
Gretna Green, Antrim, Master I.ester, Saraceuesca, 
McCarter. Oran, Norfolk, Red River, Glamor, Re- 
miss and The Wrestler. The Brighton Derby 1s 
over a mile and a half course and the probable 
contestants are Accountant, Belmere, Samson. 
Albert F.. Bohemian, Kuroki, Flimnap and i>os8ibly 
Perverse and Tlie Quail. If the two last named 
start against Accountant there will be some ex- 
citement. 

TRAINER AND JOCKEY O’NEILL. 

Aftev trainer Frank O’Neill had won his first 
race at Brighton Beach Thursday, starter Dade 
talke<l of jockey Frank O’Neill witli auth«H*itatlve 
interest. He said: “I sent the boy away for his 
first winning mount. It was on H«>ttentot in the 
Club Members’ Handicap at tlie Fair Grounds in St. 
I.,«iuis, in June, 1901. 

“I was patrol Jmlge at tlie Fair Grounds,” he 
continued, ‘‘and 1 heard F. W, Ibdtgrewe, the 
horse’s owner, say the day liefore the race, tliat 
he would kave to scratch Hottentot on aicount of 
not being able to get a l>oy to ride him. and tliat 
he felt pretty badly* alxuit It as lie thought the 
colt had a gotal chance. I told him that there was 
no use to do that as he could get a lad I knew. 1 
had Frank O’Neill In mind. Hottentot was entered 
to carry ninety -three riouuds, and O’Neill was just 
aliout that weight. He had ridden a few races 
and while he had never won, I could tell he was a 
sharp kid and would make a gixid jockey. So I 
boosteil him to Holtgrewe, with the result that he 
got the mount and rode a sfdendid race. Hottentot 
ran a fine race*and led all the way.” I
